Geneva to 
Cover U.S. 
Detainees 

In reversal, White House will 
apply proteetions at Gitmo 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Bush administration, bow- 
ing to court edict and political pressure, guar- 
anteed the basic protections of the Geneva 
Conventions to captives in the war on terror- 
ism and asked lawmakers Tuesday to restore 
the military tribunals now in limbo. 

As senators took up how suspected terror- 
ists should be treated and tried, the admin- 
istration disclosed it had 
ordered a review of mili- 
tary detention practices 
to make sure they comply 
with Geneva standards. 

The administration has 
refused to grant Geneva 
status to the detainees 
held at Guantanamo Bay, 

Cuba, and elsewhere, saying they were not 
from a recognized nation, were not captured 
in uniform and did not observe traditional 
rules of war. 

The Supreme Court last month invali- 
dated the tribunals handling these cases, 
ruling they defied international law and had 
not been authorized by Congress. 

The administration sought remedies on 
both fronts Tuesday, revisiting its prisoner 
guarantees and appealing to senators to revive 
the tribunals with legislation. The Senate is 
unlikely to act until the fall, setting up a 
pitched debate over the issue at the height of 
the campaign for control of Congress, (ap)

House OKs Gaming Curbs 


Bill aimed at limiting 
online betting could 
block access to sites 

WASH I N GTO N I The House passed leg- 
islation Tuesday that would prevent 
gamblers from using credit cards to 
bet online and could block access to 
gambling Web sites. 

The legislation would clarify and 
update current law to spell out that 
most gambling is illegal online. But 
there would be exceptions — for 
state -run lotteries and horse rac- 
ing — and passage isn’t a safe bet 
in the Senate, where Republican 
leaders have not considered the 


measure a high priority. 

The House voted 317-93 for the 
bill, which would allow authorities to 
work with Internet providers to block 
access to gambling Web sites. 

Critics argued that regulating the 
$12 billion industry would be bet- 
ter than outlawing it. The Internet 
gambling industry is headquartered 
almost entirely outside the United 
States, though about half its custom- 
ers live in the US. 

Reps. Bob Goodlatte, R-Va., and 
Jim Leach, R-Iowa sponsored the 
bill. They successfully beat back an 
amendment to strip out exemptions 
in the legislation for the horse racing 
industry and state lotteries. 


Supporters ofthe measure argued 
that Internet betting can be addic- 
tive and can lead people to lose their 
savings. 

Rep. Shelley Berkley, D-Nev., 
pushed for removal of the exemp- 
tions. She said it was unfair to 
allow online lotteries and Internet 
betting on horse racing to flourish 
while cracking down on other kinds 
of sports betting, casino games and 
card games like poker. 

“They call it a prohibition. It’s 
really Congress picking winners and 
losers,” said Michael Bolcerek, presi- 
dent of the Poker Players Alliance, 
a group that opposed the bill.

Senate Approves Canada Drug Plan 


Proposal would create 
loophole in FDA rules 
on imported medicine 

WASHINGTON I The Senate moved 
Tuesday toward opening the way for 
Americans to import prescription 
drugs from Canada, seeking to ease 
a ban on cheaper medicine crossing 
the border. 

The proposal, which was 
approved 68-32, would create a 
Canadian loophole in a Food and 


Drug Administration ban on import- 
ing prescription medicine into the 
United States. It was offered as part 
of a $31.7 billion Homeland Security 
Department spending blueprint for 
the fiscal year that begins Oct. 1. 

The department’s Customs and 
Border Protection bureau began 
aggressively seizing Tamiflu, Viagra 
and other incoming medications at 
borders in November. Prescription 
drugs — even those manufactured 
in the United States — are generally 
sold at cheaper prices in Canada. 


“We should demand that 
[Customs and Border Protection] 
focus on the true priority that we 
face on the war on terror,” said 
Sen. David Vitter, R-La., of efforts 
to secure U.S. borders. “Stripping 
small amounts of prescription drugs 
from the hands of seniors .... that 
should not be a priority.” 

But Republican leaders vocifer- 
ously opposed the plan for fear, they 
said, the drugs could be unsafe for 
consumers — or even present a ter- 
ror risk.

‘Road Home’ program 
helps residents repair 
or sell damaged homes 


NEW ORLEANS I The federal gov- 
ernment will pay $4.2 billion into 
a program to help Louisiana resi- 
dents rebuild or sell houses severely 
damaged by Hurricanes Katrina and 
Rita, officials said Tuesday. 

The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development also announced 
it would provide $1 billion for hur- 
ricane-related housing needs in 
Mississippi, Texas, Alabama and 
Florida, and called on those states 
to apply for the additional money. 

Louisiana’s $4.2 billion will be 
added to federal allocations the state 
had already received to fully fund its 
more-than-$9 billion “Road Home” 
program for hurricane recovery. 

The “Road Home” program is 


intended to provide Louisiana res- 
idents up to $150,000 to rebuild or 
sell houses severely damaged by 
the storms, using grants to cover 
repair costs above what was cov- 
ered by insurance policies and 
FEMA grants. 

About 123,000 home owners and 
owners of about 80,000 apartments 
are eligible for the program. About 
90,000 have already signed up. 

Apartment shortages, combined 
with increasing insurance premiums 
for areas hard-hit by Hurricane 
Katrina or Rita, have also created 
hardships with rents rising 20 per- 
cent or more in many cases. 

For people who sell their proper- 
ty and can demonstrate continued 
permanent residence in the state, the 
grants cover the difference between 
a home’s pre- storm value and post- 
storm insurance settlements and 
FEMA grants, brett m artel (ap)

Bombings on Trains in India Kill 147 


Coordinated attacks 
hit packed commuter 
lines during rush hour 

BOMBAY, INDIA I Eight bombs 
exploded in first-class compart- 
ments of packed Bombay com- 
muter trains Tuesday, killing 147 
people and wounding hundreds in 
a well- coordinated terror attack on 
the heart of a city that embodies 
India’s global ambitions. 

Suspicion quickly fell on 
Kashmiri militants who have 
repeatedly carried out nearly 
simultaneous explosions in attacks 
on Indian cities, including bomb- 
ings last year at three markets in 
New Delhi. 

Pakistan, India’s rival over the 
disputed territory of Kashmir, 
quickly condemned Tuesday’s 
bombings. Even so, India alleges 
that Pakistan supports the Muslim 
militants, and analysts said a 
Kashmiri link to the blasts could 
slow — or perhaps even derail — 
a peace process that has gained 
momentum between the nuclear 
rivals over the past several years. 

Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh said “terror- 
ists” were behind the attacks, which 
he called “shocking and cowardly 
attempts to spread a feeling of fear 
and terror among our citizens.”

Emergency crews struggled to 
treat survivors and recover the dead 
in the wreckage during monsoon 
downpours, and the effort stretched 
into the night. 

The mobile phone network col- 
lapsed, adding to the sense of panic 
across the city. With train services 
down until midnight, thousands of 
people were stranded without any 
way of reaching their families.

Iran: Nuke Offer

MEXICO CITY I Mexico’s presump- 
tive president-elect began form- 
ing his transition team Tuesday 
and announced plans for a victory 
lap through Mexico, while his oppo- 
nent finished filing a legal challenge 
alleging election fraud. 

With both ruling-party candi- 
date Felipe Calderon and his leftist 
rival Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador 
claiming they won the closest presi- 
dential race in Mexican history, the 
struggle for the hearts and minds 
of the country stretched from for-

eign embassies to dueling news 
conferences. 

Calderon asked his campaign 
director to reach out to other politi- 
cal parties and help build a coali- 
tion government. 

Calderon said he had spo- 
ken with governors from most of 
Mexico’s 31 states since the July 2 
election.

Party would finance his nationwide 
tour to build unity after the divi- 
sive results. 

Meanwhile, a legal team for 
Lopez Obrador finished handing 
over boxes of videos, documents and 
recordings that it said showed that 
fraud and illegal campaigning had 
given Calderon a razor-thin advan- 
tage of fewer than 244,000 votes. 

The leftist candidate’s support- 
ers plan to march on the capital, 
starting with protests in outly- 
ing cities Wednesday and culmi- 
nating in Mexico City on Sunday. 
They also sent representatives to 
foreign embassies in Mexico City, 
warning them against congratulat-

Lawmakers summon 
key ministers to assess 
eapitals security crisis 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Suicide bombers 
struck Tuesday across the street 
from the heavily guarded Green 
Zone, killing up to 16 people — the 
deadliest attack in a wave of bomb- 
ings and shootings that threatened 
to shatter confidence in Iraq’s new 
national unity government. 

In all, about 60 people died 
in more than a dozen bombings, 
shootings and ambushes — most- 
ly in the Baghdad area, according 
to police reports. The dead includ- 
ed 10 Shiites who were killed when 
gunmen fired on their bus as it left 
the capital for a funeral in southern 
Iraq, police said. 

Lawmakers summoned the 
defense and interior ministers 
to explain the failure of Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s secu- 
rity plan for the capital — where 
most of the recent wave of violence 
has occurred. 

Much of the violence Tuesday 
appeared sectarian, part of a 
surge in tit-for-tat killings that 
began Sunday when Shiite gun- 
men rampaged through a mostly

Sunni area of west Baghdad, killing 
41 people, according to police. 

In a rare sign of accommodation, 
Sunni legislators agreed Tuesday 
to end their boycott of parliament 
following a call for reconciliation 
by radical Shiite cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr and promises that a kidnapped 
colleague will be released. 

The Iraqi Accordance Front sus- 
pended its participation in parlia- 
ment this month after one of its 
members, Tayseer al-Mashhadani,

Troops enter southern 
Gaza as standoff over 
eaptive soldier persists 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israeli tanks 
and troops moved into southern 
Gaza in two places early Wednesday 
in a new phase of Israel’s two -week 
offensive aimed at confronting mili- 
tants holding a captured soldier and 
firing rockets, Palestinians and the 
military said. 

The Israeli military confirmed 
that forces are operating in south- 
ern Gaza, but gave no details. 

Israel launched its offen- 
sive on June 28, three days after 
Palestinian militants linked to the 
Hamas -led government captured 
an Israeli soldier in a cross-border 
raid. The operation was expanded 
last week to halt Palestinian mili- 
tants from firing homemade rock- 
ets into Israel. 

The decision to widen the opera- 
tion came as the European Union 
began delivering aid to Gaza in a 


bid to repair some of the damage 
caused by the Israeli invasion. 

Palestinian residents said Israeli 
forces took over radio frequencies 
used by Hamas and Islamic Jihad 


in Khan Younis and broadcast mes- 
sages to the people, blaming Hamas 
for the violence and warning them 
to stay away from the fighting. 

Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 


and his defense minister, Amir 
Peretz, decided to order new incur- 
sions into Gaza after Hamas’ leader, 
Khaled Mashaal, said Monday he 
would not free the soldier, the secu- 
rity officials said. Mashaal demand- 
ed a prisoner swap — which Olmert 
has ruled out. 

Responding to concerns of a 
looming humanitarian crisis, the 
European Commission said Tuesday 
it has started delivering $765,000 
in monthly aid to hospitals in the 
Gaza Strip. The money is the first 
to be delivered under an interna- 
tionally backed plan that bypasses 
the Hamas-led government. 

In Gaza, Palestinian Prime 
Minister Ismail Haniyeh, a top 
Hamas leader, said the area is “on 
the verge of a genuine humanitar- 
ian crisis.” 

Late Tuesday, Abbas’ office 
announced it had received $50 mil- 
lion from the Arab League — the 
largest sum of aid the Palestinians 
have gotten since Hamas’ govern- 
ment took office in March, (ap) 


Security Council 
Delays Vote on 
N. Korea Again 

UNITED NATIONS I Supporters of a 
U.N. resolution that would impose 
limited sanctions against North 
Korea for its missile tests put off 
a vote again Tuesday after China 
threatened a veto. 

Japan, the U.S. and European 
backers who are demanding a legal- 
ly binding resolution said a weaker 
non-binding presidential statement 
proposed by China and supported 
by Russia was not acceptable. 

The deep division among the 
five veto -wielding members of 
the Security Council — the U.S., 
Russia, China, Britain and France 
— left Chinese diplomacy with its 
close ally. North Korea, as the best 
option. 

All members are hoping that 
a Chinese delegation visiting 
Pyongyang can get North Korea 
to reinstate a moratorium on mis- 
sile launches and return to six-party 
talks aimed at curbing its nuclear 
program, (ap) 


Chechen Rebel’s Death 
Shrouded in Mystery 


GROZNY, RUSSIA I The death of 
Russia’s most-wanted man, Chechen 
warlord Shamil Basayev, ends along 
hunt for the fugitive, but questions 
were raised Tuesday over what 
caused the dynamite -filled truck 
next to his car to explode. 

Rebels close to Basayev said 
the explosion that caused his 
death Monday was an accident, 
but reports also circulated of a 
targeted missile strike and of a 
secret services operation that had 
an agent detonating the truck’s 
explosives. 

Russia’s defense minister hailed 
the death of “our bin Laden” as a 
“landmark event.” Still, Sergei 
Ivanov warned that the 12 -year 
struggle with Chechen separatist 
rebels was not over. 

Russian newspapers reported 
Tuesday that Basayev’s death result- 
ed from a carefully planned secret 
services operation that used a ship- 


ment of weapons and explosives to 
ensnare the warlord just outside the 
main Ingush city of Nazran. 

The ITAR-Tass news agency, 
citing an unidentified law enforce- 
ment official, reported Tuesday that 
Basayev was killed by a rocket that 
homed in on his 
phone. 

Chechen rebel 
envoy Akhmed 
Zakayev denied 
that Basayev’s 
killing occurred 
during a special 
operation and 
insisted Monday’s explosion was an 
accident. He said local policemen 
began to suspect Basayev might be 
among the dead when they found 
fragments of an artificial leg. 

Basayev lost a leg while fleeing 
Russian forces through a minefield 
on the outskirts of Grozny in 1999.

Nielsen Plans to Rate Ads 


New TV data to study 
how many tune in for 
commercial breaks 

NEW YORK I Television advertis- 
ers have long wanted to know how 
many people actually watch their 
commercials, but until now ads have 
been sold based on the average view- 
ership of a whole program. 

That could be on the verge 
of changing as Nielsen Media 
Research is preparing to offer data 
for the first time on how many peo- 
ple are tuned in during the com- 
mercial breaks. 

Jack Loftus, a spokesman for 
Nielsen, a unit of the privately 
held company VNU, says major 
networks asked the research com- 
pany several months ago to provide 
the new data, and Nielsen plans do 


so this fall on a test basis. 

The change came about as 
networks and advertisers tussled 
over whether to count shows that 
are played back on digital video 
recorders, or DVRs, as part of the 
viewership advertisers get charged 
for. In the new data, viewership of 
commercials will include those 
played back on a DVR device 
within seven days. 

However, much negotiation 
remains over how the data will 
be used, Loftus said, adding that 
the earliest it could be adopted as 
an arbiter of value would be the 
advance ad- selling season for the 
fall 2007 season. 

Advertisers had resisted pay- 
ing for viewership that was played 
back, partly because they’re con- 
cerned many people skip through 
ads, and also because Nielsen’s sam- 


ple included fewer households with 
DVRs than the national average. 

Nielsen spokesman Gary Holmes 
said Nielsen’s sample is now about 7 
percent made up of homes that have 
DVRs, versus the national average 
of about 12 percent. 

David Poltrack, head of research 
for the CBS network, says research 
suggests that somewhere between 
40 percent and 50 percent of audi- 
ences watch commercials on play- 
back. 

For advertisers, the new data rep- 
resent a welcome means to measure 
the effectiveness of their ads. 

Jack Klues, chairman of Publicis 
Groupe Media, called the step long 
overdue, noting that advertising is 
sold in most other countries on the 
basis of ratings for commercials 
themselves, not the shows in which 
they appear, seth sutel(ap)

SEATTLE I Microsoft Corp.’s Xbox 
360 may exemplify the high-tech 
future of video game consoles, but 
the company is hoping some of its 
avid players still pine for the good 
old days of Pac-Man and Frogger. 

Microsoft plans Wednesday to 
begin offering updated versions of 
popular 1980s-era games through 
Xbox Live Arcade, an online service 


that lets people download free trial

Ramsey Declares Crime Emei^ency 


D.C. police chief gives 
squads more room to 
target neighborhoods 

WASHINGTON I Police chief Charles H. 
Ramsey on Tuesday declared a crime 
emergency in response to a sharp 
increase in crime this month. 

Thirteen homicides have been 
recorded in the District since July 
1. They include the murder Sunday 
morning of 27-year- old Alan Senitt, 


a British political activist, on a street 
in Georgetown. Four suspects have 
been arrested in that murder. 

In a crime emergency, police 
commanders have greater flex- 
ibility to adjust work schedules 
and assign more officers to high- 
crime areas. 

D.C. police also plan to increase 
foot, bicycle and scooter patrols. 

Ramsey declared such an emer- 
gency in December after 24 people 
had been killed within a month and 


police had recorded a sharp increase 
in robberies. He also imposed the 
designation in the 
summer of 2004 
after a spate of 
juvenile auto 
thefts. 

In addition 
to 13 homicides 
this month, D.C. 
police report 
an 18 percent increase in robber- 
ies and 14 percent rise in assaults 


with a deadly weapon over the past 
30 days. 

“We have seen a troubling 
increase in crime in recent weeks, 
even with the hard work and best 
efforts of our officers,” Ramsey 
said. “Our officers are already 
working very hard to combat 
crime, but we need to be even 
more flexible and more agile in 
how we respond to crime prob- 
lems in our neighborhoods.”

Man in unrelated N.C. 
rape case is sentenced 
to probation for attack 

WAS H I N G TO N I One ofthe three Duke 
University lacrosse players charged 
with raping an exotic dancer during 
a team party was convicted Tuesday 
in an unrelated assault last year on a 
bar patron in the city’s Georgetown 
neighborhood. 

Collin Finnerty, 19, of Garden 
City, N.Y., was sentenced to six 
months of probation by Superior 
Court Judge John Bayly at the 
conclusion of the two -day bench 
trial. 

Bayly also required Finnerty to 


submit to drug and alcohol treatment 
if probation officers deem it neces- 
sary. He also ordered Finnerty to stay 
out of Georgetown during his proba- 
tion, and to stay out of any establish- 
ment where alcohol is served unless 
accompanied by his parents. 

The maximum jail term on the 
misdemeanor conviction was six 
months in jail. Prosecutors did not 
ask the judge to impose jail time. 

Prosecutors said Finnerty was the 
instigator in an unprovoked attack 
on two Georgetown bar patrons in 
the early morning hours of Nov. 5. 

“Collin Finnerty and his friends 
were looking for a fight and would 
not be deterred,” prosecutor George 
Verghese said, matthew barakat (ap)

Metro Makes Officers More 
Visible in Wake of Bombings 

There won’t be any additional Metro 
Transit Police on duty in the wake of 
the deadly train bombing in Bombay, 
India, but passengers may more eas- 
ily notice the ones who are already 
working.

The Corps is 
taking a close look at the severity 
of flooding along Cameron Run in 
Huntington, where about 160 homes 
were swamped; about $25,000 will 
be spent to examine the area. Army 
Corps of Engineers Study Leader 
Stacey Underwood said it’s a first 
step to look at what caused the 
flooding. Some residents are con- 
vinced the problem was caused by 
the Woodrow Wilson Bridge project 
and water released from the Lake 
Barcroft Dam. But officials with the 
bridge project and dam deny con-

IRS Flood Fixes to Take Six Months 


WASHINGTON | Flood damage at IRS 
headquarters will take six months 
to completely repair, the tax agency 
said Tuesday. 

Flooding that hit parts of the 
Northeast in June submerged the 
Internal Revenue Service’s lower 
levels and ruined the building’s 


heating, air conditioning and elec- 
trical systems. 

The General Services 
Administration, which manages 
federal buildings, estimated it will 
take the rest of the year to manufac- 
ture and install replacements.

For those of us without the time 
and money to strictly abide by own- 
er’s manuals’ suggested main- 
tenance — what key preventive 
maintenance, besides regular oil 
changes, do you recommend? 

If you can’t abide by the most lax 
maintenance there is, the only thing 
you can do is set aside money for the 
big repairs that are unavoidable. 

My owner’s manual does not speci- 
fy whether the engine oil should be 
checked when the engine is cold or 
hot. Would you check it cold, hot or 
does it matter at all? 

Normally, oil is checked cold or 
hot, as ususally there is an allow- 
able range on the dipstick. Cold 
engine oil levels will be lower than 
hot engine oil levels; to check oil 
hot, the engine must be shut off and 
allowed to rest for 10 minutes.

The problem with the R/T’s unit 
is reaction time. Squeeze the throttle 
and the rpm start rising, but the car 
doesn’t go any faster. Only . . . slowly 
. . . does . . . the continuously variable 
transmission/transaxle’s computer 
adjust the gear pitch to catch up with 
the demand and the vehicle start to 
accelerate. It feels exactly like a man- 
ual transmission with a shot clutch. 
If you need passing or onramp speed, 
you have to push the accelerator past 
an 80 percent detent in the pedal’s 
travel. The engine starts howling like 
an Everglades fan boat and, after a 
second or so, the transmission elec- 
tronically responds, jumping the belt 
to a higher ratio.

Problem 
Unsolved 

VEHICLES I Even on normal sum- 
mer days, the inside temperature in 
a car with dark- colored paint can 
hit 160 degrees, and some of the 
metal or plastic surfaces can reach a 
skin-burning 200 degrees, accord- 
ing to the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. 

It is one of the most uncomfort- 
able aspects of driving. It is also 
extremely dangerous, causing 35 
to 40 deaths per year of children 
left in parked cars, according to 
Janette Fennell, founder of Kids 
and Cars, a safety organization. 

Auto manufacturers like to boast 
about the luxury of their interiors, 
citing such things as advanced 
instrument panels, navigational sys- 


tems and high-end sound systems. 
And there have been plenty of conve- 
nience items of dubious merit, such 
as picnic benches in the hatchback. 
How about a car that doesn’t bake the 
occupants when they get in? 

Simple solutions to help reduce 
the interior temperatures of vehicles 
parked in the sun have been tried. 
Fifteen years ago, Mazda introduced 
a solar-powered ventilation system 
that would continuously flush hot air 
out of a vehicle parked in the sun. 
A solar cell array was mounted on 
the moon roof, supplying power to a 
small fan that drew in outside air. 

The system worked only when 
the car was parked in the sun. It 
was not hooked up to the car’s bat- 
tery and therefore could not drain 
it. The system was offered as an 
option and later dropped. 

Most experts agree that cooling 
the interior temperature of a car 
would not only improve the comfort 
of adults but also perhaps make a 
contribution to the safety of chil-

The Cartoon Network 
revives Pee-wee as 
part of ‘Adult Swim’ 

R E R u N S I You are all lucky boys and 
girls, however old you are, because 
on Monday “Pee -wee’s Playhouse” 
conies back to TV. As part of its 
Adult Swim franchise, the Cartoon 
Network will begin airing the show’s 
original 45 episodes, which ran over 
five seasons of Saturday mornings 
on CBS from 1986 to 1991. That it 
will run at 11 p.m. is not especially 
child-friendly, except in households 
with advanced bedtime rules, so fire 
up the TiVo or the VCR. 

A winner of multiple Emmy 
Awards, “Pee-wee’s Playhouse” is a 
pretend children’s show that became 
areal one. It has some of the recombi- 
nant postmodern qualities but none 
of the jaded irony of its Adult Swim 
neighbors, many of which work by 
amplifying the creepy unintended 
subtexts of old cartoons. 

But although some do find the 
“Playhouse” itself creepy — and so 
rife with hidden meaning that they 
write articles with titles like “The 
Playhouse of the Signifier,” “Pee-wee 
Herman: The Homosexual Subtext” 
and “The Cabinet of Dr. Pee-wee: 
Consumerism and Sexual Terror” 
— the show itself is a thing of pure 
celebration. 


“I’ve been really careful to try to 
not dissect what I do, what I did, 
too much,” Paul Reubens said one 
afternoon in his publicist’s West 
Hollywood office. 

The man who was and is Pee- 
wee is now 53 and a few pounds 
heavier but otherwise the off-duty 
image of his alter ego. He is soft- 
spoken where Pee-wee is explosive 
and self-deprecating where Pee-wee 
is ... not self-deprecating. 


“There are college disserta- 
tions on ‘Pee-wee’s Playhouse,’ 
Miss Yvonne and her raincoat, and 
what does it all mean, and reading 
things in that I really didn’t feel like 
I meant or was trying to do,” he said. 
“People writing about the underly- 
ing whatever in both the ‘Playhouse’ 
and the movies, and some of it, I go, 
‘Well, that’s not hidden, it’s all right 
out on the table.’” 

Like the punk and new-wave 


scenes that flourished around the 
time of Pee-wee’s ascension, the 
show speaks loudly to making the 
marginal the mainstream. Devo’s 
Mark Mothersbaugh contributed to 
the music, Cyndi Lauper sang the 
theme. Reubens calls “Playhouse,” 
among other things, “a celebration 
of nonconformity, being energetic 
and doing what you want.” It could 
only have been made by outsiders.

Icons: Folks Not Dead 


Ramblin’ Jack Elliot 
joins Greg Graffin on 
Anti- Records’ roster 

MUSIC I There’s probably no more 
unlikely a source for traditional 
folk music than the Los Angeles 
headquarters of Epitaph Records, 
an independent label known for 
hardcore punk. 

But Epitaph’s subsidiary Anti- 
Records has released albums by two 
folkies going in opposite directions: 


A 74 -year- old icon ropes a few alt- 
rockers into his unique orbit, and 
a punk- rock hero dips his toe into 
the waters of tradition. 

“Cold as the Clay,” from Greg 
Graffin, Bad Religion’s singer and 
guitarist, is a mix of public domain 
staples (“Omie Wise,” “Little Sadie”) 
and Graffin originals, delivered 
as either electric folk-rock or 
acoustic old-timey. 

Graffin is faithful to folk music’s 
role as the voice of the aggrieved and 
the neglected, and there’s an authen-

ticity to his portraits of people look- 
ing for a fight or an escape. But in 
his singing and arrangements, he 
takes a stand-up-straight-and- 
enunciate approach that keeps the 
music from coming fully to life.

Elliott’s first album since 1999, 
connects with the pure trouba- 
dour tradition he’s been plying 
since the 1950s. 

Elliott has recorded many of 
these songs before, but from the 
playful vamp of Hoagy Carmichael’s 
“Hong Kong Blues” to the prairie 
howl of “Leaving Cheyenne,” he tells 
each story and finds each feeling as

A Scanner Darkly’ 
revives a demanding 
animation technique 

EXPERIMENTATION I With rotOSCOp- 
ing, anything can be made animat- 
ed, even Keanu Reeves. 

It is this tracing animation that 
director Richard Linklater has 
again turned to — just as he did 
for his dreamy 2001 film “Waking 
Life” — for the new “A Scanner 
Darkly,” a faithful adaptation of 
Philip K. Dick’s 1955 paranoid, 
futuristic novel. 

In “A Scanner Darkly,” which 
opens Friday, Reeves and co- 
stars Robert Downey Jr., Winona 
Ryder and Woody Harrelson are 
themselves, but also not. A viewer 
quickly recognizes their facial ges- 
tures, voice and manner, but they 
are instead colorful, two-dimen- 
sional representations. 

This was accomplished using 
an animation technique called 
interpolated rotoscoping, specifi- 
cally made with a program called 


Rotoshop designed by Bob Sabiston. 
Sabiston, who was the art director 
on “Waking Life,” has honed a pro- 
cess that transfers live -action foot- 
age into a painterly animation. 

“Scanner” is one of the most 
famous novels by Dick, whose 
bleak sci-fi books are constantly 
adapted by Hollywood. It takes 
place in the near future, where a 
drug called Substance D is becom- 
ing an epidemic and the target of a 
broad police investigation. 

Bob Arctor (Reeves) is an 
undercover cop who appears at 
police headquarters only in a 
“scramble suit” that constantly 
alters his appearance and keeps 
him anonymous to his boss. He’s 
assigned to investigate his drug- 
abusing friends — and in twisted 
turn, himself. 

“This technique lends itself very 
well to the face and to the dialogue,” 
Linklater said. “I found it kind of 
accentuates an actor’s features, their 
physicality. You can’t help but feel 
the 500 -plus hours someone spent 
drawing that face.” jake coyle (ap) 


Syd Barrett, 60, Dies 


Pink Floyd founder 
was known for his 
mercurial genius 

APPRECIATION | Syd Barrett, the 
troubled genius who co -founded 
Pink Floyd but spent his last years 
in reclusive anonymity, has died, the 
band said Tuesday. He was 60. 

“Syd was the guiding light of the 
early band and leaves a legacy which 
continues to inspire,” said the mem- 
bers of Pink Floyd in a statement. 

A guitarist, Barrett co -founded 
Pink Floyd in 1965. The group’s jazz- 
infused rock and drug-laced, mul- 
timedia “happenings” made them 
darlings of the London psychedelic 
scene. The 1967 album “The Piper at 
the Gates of Dawn” — largely writ- 
ten by Barrett — was a commercial

and critical hit. 

However, Barrett suffered from 
mental instability, exacerbated by 


his use of LSD. His behavior grew 
increasingly erratic, and he left the 
group in 1968. 

Barrett released two solo albums, 
but soon withdrew from the music 
business altogether. He reverted to 
his real name, Roger Barrett, and 
lived quietly in his hometown of 
Cambridge, England, passing the 
time painting and tending a gar- 
den. His former bandmates made 
sure Barrett continued to receive 
royalties from his work with Pink 
Floyd. 

Despite his brief career, Barrett’s 
fragile, wistful songs influenced 
many musicians, from David Bowie, 
who said Barrett had an “enor- 
mous” impact, to the other mem- 
bers of Pink Floyd, who recorded 
the album “Wish You Were Here” 
as a tribute to Barrett, (ap)

Top Scottish Club Comes to RFK 


Celtic and United: two 
clubs with a surprising 
amount in common 

UNITED I At first glance, it may 
be difficult to imagine that D.C. 
United and Glasgow’s Celtic FC, 
two teams that will share the field 
tonight in an exhibition game at 
RFK Stadium, have anything else 
in common. 

Celtic, which is gearing up for 
its season opener, had been around 
for 108 years when United played 
its first game in 1996. The club 
draws nearly 60,000 fans per game 
at Celtic Park, spends millions on 
players and has won an incredible 
40 league titles. 

Along with its fierce cross- 
town rival. Rangers, Celtic dom- 
inates Scottish soccer. The pair 
have combined to win 91 of 98 
championships. Unfortunately, 
that doesn’t mean much on a con- 
tinental or global scale. 

The Scottish Premier League 
is a relatively poor 12 -team circuit 
that does not have the competitive 
or financial clout to lift Celtic to 
the level of its more accomplished

English and continental peers. The 
club is a shark in a very small pond. 
It has one European title to its credit 
— from 1967 . 

Which brings us to D.C. United, 
which established itself quickly as 
MLS’s flagship club. 

D.C. has won twice as many 
MLS Cups as any other team, is 
always among attendance leaders 
in the 12-team league and is run- 
ning away with the 2006 regular 
season. 

But like Celtic, it’s a “big” club 
in “small” soccer country. MLS’s 
efforts to engineer parity, along 
with the very low salary cap, has 
prevented United from matching 
its early international success. 

So, two teams whose ambi- 
tions are held in check by the state 
of their national game meet tonight 
in a contest that offers the hosts yet 
another chance to get a small taste 
of old-world soccer. 

United has done well against 
British clubs in the past, defeating 
English Premier League powers 
Newcastle United and Tottenham 
Hotspur and drawing first blood 
against Chelsea before losing, 2-1, 
last summer, brian straus

BASEBALL I Bud Selig stuck up for 
baseball’s drug-testing program 
Tuesday and insisted the tough- 
ened policy is working, and later 
touched on recent scandals set off 
by Barry Bonds, Jose Canseco and 
Jason Grimsley. 

“I really think 
steroid use has 
been mini- 
mized,” the com- 
missioner said. 

“Amphetamines, 
we’re doing OK.” 

A year after 
Rafael Palmeiro tested positive for 
a banned substance and suspicion 
ran rampant, only one player has 
been penalized under Major League 
Baseball’s stricter steroid rules — 


New York Mets minor leaguer 
Yusaku Iriki. He was suspended 
50 games; last season, he would 
have gotten a 10 -day penalty. 

“You don’t hear about it as 
much this year,” All-Star reliever 
Derrick Turnbow of Milwaukee 
said Monday. “Guys aren’t really 
talking about it.” 

In 2003, Turnbow was the first 
major leaguer linked to steroids 
when he flunked a drug test at a 
U.S. Olympic training center. 

This is the first year that amphet- 
amines are banned. A first-time 
offender is sent to counseling, but 
his name is not made public. Selig 
declined to provide numbers, but 
said of the policy, “It’s working.” 

“I’m happy where we are with the 
drug-testing program,” he said, (a p)

St. Petersburg fuses 
Russian history with 
European influence 

Glorious on one block, dismal on 
the next — St. Petersburg is a chal- 
ice holding the extremes of Russia’s 
history. 

For an outsider trying to grasp 
Russia’s sweep and complexities in 
a short trip, St. Petersburg may be 
the ideal synopsis. It’s the pinnacle 
of czarist ostentation and the place 
where Russian literature reached 
great heights. The city’s miser- 
ies have been just as dramatic — 
the poverty and degradation that 
Fyodor Dostoevsky recorded, the 
three-year Nazi siege that drove the 
city into starvation and disease. 

Yet for all its psychological 
importance to Russia, a visitor’s 
initial impression may be of how 
St. Petersburg — the home of the 
upcoming G-8 conference — doesn’t 
seem very Russian at all. The city 
that Czar Peter the Great found- 
ed three centuries ago on swampy 
islands at the mouth of the Baltic 
Sea to be Russia’s “window to the 
West” also gave European culture 
an inroad into Russia. 

The city’s emblematic church, 
St. Isaac’s Cathedral, doesn’t have 
the onion domes and spires typi- 
cal of Russian Orthodox church- 
es — it more resembles St. Peter’s 
Basilica or a U.S. state capitol. 
Nevsky Prospekt, the main ave- 
nue, displays an array of Western 
European architectural styles. 

The paradox is nowhere stronger 
than at The Hermitage. The build- 
ings of the world-renowned muse- 
um, the essential stop of any visi- 
tor’s trip, echo Italian and French 
baroque styles; inside, the highlights 
of the collection are Western art. 

The most Russian aspect of the 
Hermitage may be its size: With 
more than 1,000 rooms (although 


not all are open to the public), it 
can be a bullying challenge as much 
as a delight. It’s so overwhelming 
that a visitor may want to map 
out a strategy before setting foot 
inside the vastness. One can choose 
to concentrate on a few parts of the 
holdings, such as the Impressionist 
and Dutch/Flemish collections, the 
latter including the world’s largest 
collection of Rembrandts, are par- 
ticular favorites. 


Other options to see opulence 
include the Yusupov Palace, nota- 
ble as the site of the 1916 murder of 
Rasputin, or at least the murder’s 
beginning — he was fed poisoned 
cakes and then shot in the palace, 
but apparently didn’t die until 
thrown into the river. 

St. Petersburg’s Western aspects 
don’t mean it’s lacking specifically 
Russian sights. The Church of the 
Resurrection — also known as the 


Church on Spilled Blood because it 
is built on the site of the 1881 assas- 
sination of Czar Alexander II — is 
a riot of colorful onion domes, and 
rivaling Moscow’s St. Basil’s and 
its interior, most exceptional for 
its mosaic icons. 

Also worth a trip to the end of 
Nevsky Prospect is the Alexander 
Nevsky Monastery, slowly recovering 
from the deterioration that afflicted 
it during the Soviet decades. 

Such dilapidation may be dis- 
tressing to a visitor, but seeing the 
downside of St. Petersburg adds 
much to one’s appreciation of the 
city. For Russians, the city is known 
both for its palaces and its hovels. 

Visitors who venture a block 
or two off Nevsky Prospekt today 
find neighborhoods redolent of 
Dostoevsky’s St. Petersburg — 
crumbling buildings, their court- 
yards dank and trash-strewn, 
prowled by stray cats and other 
creatures. 

Many seek out the building 
along Griboyedov Canal where 
the pawnbroker was killed in 
“Crime and Punishment.” Enter

through the archway at Srednaya 
Podyachevskaya 15, look for the 
open door to a stairwell with 
brass railing balls worn bright by 
visitors and trudge up the narrow, 
dark stairs to the third floor. Try 
to remember the killing was only 
fictional, even though the stairs are 
so creepy that one suspects a real 
homicide is imminent. 

Both light and dark, gloomy 
and gay. Eastern and Western — 
St. Petersburg distills all of Russia.

Advocates for slavery 
reparations keep on 
chalking up victories 

Advocates who say black Americans 
should be compensated for slav- 
ery and its aftermath are quietly 
chalking up victories and gaining 
momentum. 

Fueled by the work of scholars and 
lawyers, their campaign has morphed 
in recent years from a fringe -group 
rallying cry into a sophisticated, 
mainstream movement. Most recent- 
ly, a pair of U.S. churches apologized 
for their part in the slave trade, and 
one is studying ways to repay black 
church members. 

The overall issue is hardly set- 
tled, even among black Americans: 
Some say that focusing on slavery 
should not be a top priority or that 
it does not make sense to compen- 
sate people generations after a his- 
torical wrong.

Yet reparations efforts have led 
a number of cities and states to 
approve measures that force busi- 
nesses to publicize their historical 
ties to slavery. Several reparations 
court cases are in progress, and 
international human rights offi- 
cials are increasingly spotlighting 
the issue. 

“This matter is growing in sig- 
nificance rather than declining,” 
said Charles Ogletree, a Harvard 
law professor and a leading repa- 
rations activist. “It has more vigor 
and vitality in the 21st century than 
it’s had in the history of the repara- 


tions movement.” 

The most recent victories for 
reparations advocates came in 
June, when the Moravian Church 
and the Episcopal Church both 
apologized for owning slaves and 


promised to battle current racism. 
The Episcopalians also launched 
a national, yearslong probe into 
church slavery links and into 
whether the church should com- 
pensate black members. 



The modern reparations move- 
ment revived an idea that has been 
around since President Abraham 
Lincoln emancipated the slaves 
140 years ago, when black lead- 
ers argued that newly freed slaves 
deserved compensation. 

About six years ago, the issue 
started gaining momentum again. 
Randall Robinson’s “The Debt: 
What America Owes to Blacks,” 
was a best seller; reparations 
became a central issue at the World 
Conference on Racism in Durban, 
South Africa; and California legis- 
lators passed the nation’s first law 
forcing insurance companies that 
do business with the state to dis- 
close their slavery ties. 

Katrina Browne, a white 
Episcopalian filmmaker, is fin- 
ishing a documentary about her 
ancestors, the DeWolfs of Rhode 
Island, the biggest slave-trading 
family in U.S. history. 

“Traces of the Trade: A Story 
From the Deep North,” details how 
the economies of the Northeast and 
the nation as a whole depended on 
slaves. 

“A lot of white people think they 
know everything there is to know 
about slavery — we all agree it was 
wrong and that’s enough,” Browne 
said. “But this was the foundation 
of our country, not some Southern 
anomaly. We all inherit responsi- 
bility.”

Men ditch slob chic 
for ultra-hip suiting 
and luxe separates 

It’s not just your imagination. Men 
on the streets of New York, London, 
Paris, Tokyo and other fashionable 
cities have definitely been looking 
just a little more dapper these days. 
A little more groomed. A little more 

— dare we say? — dressed up. 
Blame it on the growing Casual 

Friday backlash, but many of our

Thomas Cunningham. Recently, 
Isaac Mizrahi and Tom Ford 
both announced that they would 
be unveiling high-end men’s suit 
lines, set to launch in Fall 2006 
and Spring 2007, respectively. 

“I think guys look best in tra- 
ditional clothes, so it’s a 
no-brainer in a way,” said 
CFDA Menswear Designer 
of the Year winner Thom 
Browne. “People are offer- 
ing [suits] in a younger, 
interesting, different way 
than has been done in 
the past.” 

For Browne, this 
means shrinking 
an otherwise stan- 
dard-looking suit to 
comically childlike 
dimensions, so that 
the wearer appears 
to have borrowed 
their clothes from a 
much smaller friend.

It’s like a 
habit that got out of control!” 
Quinn’s now-professional “habit” 
runs toward the quirky and riot- 
ously colorful, and his designs — 
which can be found in his New York 
and Los Angeles stores or online at 
www.duncanquinn.com — go from 
$2250 for an off-the-rack suit to 
$25,000 for a bespoke, completely 
one-of-a-kind creation fashioned 
from (never-again-replicated) fabric 
that is custom-milled to the client’s 
specifications. 

“Truly, there will never be anyone 
else wearing the same suit — cut, 
cloth or anything,” said Quinn from 
his New York City studio. No wonder 
Sean Combs, who wore a bespoke 
Duncan Quinn suit to the CFDA 
Awards earlier this month, is a fan.

I think Bombay represents the best 
of all that’s right about India. Why 
then do such attacks always take 
place in Bombay? 

It’s precisely because of Bombay’s 
significance, as a confident, wel- 
coming city that takes in a mil- 
lion new people a year, that those 
who want to harm the country pick 
Bombay. Other Indian cities, such as 
Delhi and Varanasi, have also been 
bombed recently, but Bombay’s sig- 
nificance as the financial capital of 
the country means that it’s the best 
target for terrorists who are unhap- 
py with India’s progress. 

What is your honest estimate of the 
lives lost? I think it must be a mag- 
nitude greater than the 147 report- 
ed. Also, do you believe that Shiv 
Sena, with its declining influence, 
could have done this? 

I think you’re right; judging 
from the pictures of the trains, 
and knowing how densely packed 
the Bombay local trains are (a nine- 
car train carries 4,500 people dur- 
ing rush hour), the casualties, I fear. 


are going to be significantly greater 
than reported. I do not think the 
Shiv Sena bombed the trains. 

How much confidence do you have 
in the Mumbai police catching the 
masterminds of this terror act? Will 
these attacks end in our lifetime? 

The Mumbai police can be very 
efficient after the fact. It is no mean 
featto organize seven separatebomb- 
ings within a one-hour period; it was 
a large-scale organized conspiracy. 
Government officials are admitting 
that they knew some kind of attack 
was coming, but they failed to stop 
it. There’s obviously been a massive 
intelligence failure. I don’t think this 
is the last such attack on Bombay. It’s 
too large and important a city to go 
unnoticed by the terrorists.

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Record Number of Riders are Choosing Metro 

Metro saw record-high ridership days in June as more and more 
people are choosing Metro to get around the Washington 
Metropolitan region. Eight weekdays in June were among 
the top 25 high ridership days in Metrorail's 30-year history. 
786,743 trips were taken on June 13, the sixth highest 
ridership day in Metrorail history to date. 

Several factors contributed to the record number of riders, 
including Washington Nationals games. National Dump the Pump 
Day, good weather (except for the few days of torrential rain) and 
tourism. Many consumers are choosing Metro as a convenient and economic 
alternative to traffic and rising gas prices. 

With record-setting crowds riding Metro and the height of tourist season upon us, 
it is particularly important for riders to remain aware of their environment and 
report any suspicious behavior to Metro Transit Police or a Metro employee. Riders 
who use cell phones, MP3 players and PDAs in particular should stay alert and be 
sure to protect personal belongings such as phones, music players, purses and 
wallets.

Training Camp 


Wannabe fitness 
pros study nutrition, 
weights and gym lore 

A couple of years ago, Michael 
Ferguson was a low-level amateur 
body-builder, a guy who loved 
his squats and dead lifts. He also 
aspired to be a personal trainer, and 
he assumed that when he became 
one, he’d apply the same tech- 
niques he used in his bicep- and 
quad-building at the gym to ses- 
sions with his clients. 

But when he started taking class- 
es at the Heritage Institute in Falls 
Church, he quickly found out that 
his iron-pumping style might not 
go over too well with everyone. “I 
realized that when you’re working 
with a client, you can’t just use body- 
building and nothing else, because 
they will be so sore they won’t come 
back,” said Ferguson. “You’ll scare 
them away.” 

The 43 -year- old Washingtonian 
said that even though he has been 


working out for 25 years, the 14- 
month program has helped him 
discover how much he doesn’t 
know about physical fitness. The 
most challenging part of the edu- 
cation, he said, is learning to alter 
his perceptions about training 
techniques. 

Personal trainers coach their 
clients through workouts (weights, 
aerobics and flexibility training), 
fat loss, cardiovascular condition- 
ing and injury rehabilitation to 
help them reach their fitness and 
health goals. 

Ferguson, who worked as a gov- 
ernment contractor for Raytheon for 
11 years, quit his job earlier this year 
and enrolled at Heritage, which just 
started its personal trainer school 
in March. His classes take place 
four hours a day, five days a week 
and cover everything from greet- 
ing a client at the door of a gym 
to building a business plan. At the 
end of the training, students do 
internships that often lead to per- 
manent jobs. 


“For many people, this can be 
a legitimate career change,” said 
Gerald Hart, a program instruc- 
tor. “You can earn $25,000 to 
$70,000 [a year], depending on 
your experience. I see a lot of sec- 
ond-career people.”

ing field has soared in the 15 years 
Hart has been teaching. “It’s become 
recognized as a professional path, 
not just a part-time hobby,” he said. 
“There are opportunities to not only 
work at a gym but [also] in assist- 
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ed living, continuous -care retire- 
ment communities and government 
installations.” He said the training 
and the career path are also more 
sophisticated today: “It’s no lon- 
ger the $29.95 certification over 
the Internet.” 

Heritage’s program ranges from 
physiology to anatomy to nutrition

to gym safety, and students grad- 
uate knowing how to work with a 
broad range of clients. Heritage 
has a partnership with the Vantage 
Fitness gym, where students use 
state -of-the art equipment and 
learn the latest and most effective 
exercises and techniques. 

But for those with previous expe- 
rience in fitness training — or just 
looking to get certified in Step or 
Spinning — there are less strenu- 
ous programs. Granetta Coleman,

37, who works part-time as a pat- 
ent attorney, earned her group exer- 
cise certification in 2002 through the 
Aerobics and Fitness Association of 
America (AFAA), which offers train- 
ing in a variety of disciplines, such as 
aqua fitness and kick-boxing. 

Coleman found her weekend 
class (including pre- class study- 
ing) to be the perfect way for her 
to kick-start a part-time gig teach- 
ing aerobics and dance classes. “I’d 
never taught group exercise before, 
so I volunteered with D.C. Parks 
and Recreation,” she said. “I found 
it really helpful to get experience 
before I got the certification.” 

With her group exercise cer- 
tification under her belt, plus 
18 months at Potomac Massage 
Training Institute (she and her 
husband operate a massage busi- 
ness out of their home), she decided 
to take the next step and become a 
personal trainer. 

“With group exercise, you’re 
not authorized to work one-on- 
one,” Coleman said. “I wanted to 
do more in-depth work with clients.” 
Coleman recently took a four- day 
workshop through AFAA. “I spent 
18 months [in massage school] 
learning the muscles and skeletal 
system, so I didn’t feel like I needed 
a full personal-training program,” 
she said. “It’s not as simple as know-

ing your pecs and hamstrings.” But 
she said that for other workshop 
participants, who had little or no 
fitness experience, the training was 
overwhelming. 

The $439 AFAA workshops, 
which are taught at various gyms 
and sports centers in the metro 
area, cover topics including 
nutrition fundamentals, weight 
management, exercise program- 
ming in the weight room, fitness - 
assessment testing, and anatomy 
and kinesiology. Other certifying

For those who have caught the fit- 
ness bug and want to pass it on 
to others, there are other options 
besides becoming a personal trainer. 
One of the hottest disciplines now 
is Pilates, an exercise form which 
helps to develop a strong core 
(think serious ab work), a flexible 
spine, strong posture and improved 
breathing capacity. 

The American Dance Institute 
(americandance.org) in Rockville 
offers a comprehensive Pilates 
Teacher Training program, which 
includes 700 hours of lectures, 
group meeting times, workouts, 
apprentice teaching, observation 
and testing. The program costs 
$4,000 for the year; the next ses- 
sion begins in January. 

“It’s not the kind of job [where] 
you’ll work 40 hours a week,” said 
program director Jen Campbell. 
“A full-time Pilates instructor will 
work 25 hours a week, so it allows 
for a lot of flexibility.” Instructors 
can make $35 to $60 an hour, she 
said, depending on whether they’re 
working at a Pilates studio or a gym. 
Pilates Method Alliance (pilates 
methodalliance.org) is a non-profit 
organization that offers addition- 
al information on Pilates and cer- 
tification. 

Another common certification, 
still popular after its debut a decade 
ago, is for indoor cycling, often called 
Spinning. Robert Sherman trains 


700 to 900 instructors a year at his 
one-day Cycle Reebok Certification 
Workshop. His next local class is 
Aug. 26 at his gym in Bethesda, 
F.I.T., Inc., (robertshermansfit.com) 
for $225. 

In the past, Sherman said he 
has taught personal trainers who 
wanted to break into group exercise, 


followed by cyclists who wanted to 
teach. “Now, I’m getting people who 
are working professionals during 
the day, they love being fit and this 
is what they do at night,” he said. 
“Everyone who has fitness as part 
of their life needs to keep introduc- 
ing new challenges, and this is just 
a new level for them.” m. d. g. k.

Coleman, who lives in 
Washington and dances or works 
out several times a week, said for 
those who want to work at a spe- 
cific gym, it is important to find out 
what certification the gym accepts 
and/or requires. 

Currently, she teaches Pilates 
and urban funk classes at Results 
The Gym.

dren at Joy of Motion during the 
school year. 

She said she hopes to incorporate 
all her education — plus the personal 


training certification she expects to 
receive this summer — in her work 
with clients. “Since I got into mas- 
sage, I’ve wanted to bring more fit- 
ness into it,” she said. “A lot of people 
don’t understand that if they are in 
pain or stressed that fitness, flexibil- 
ity and strengthening can help man- 
age that. It’s all connected.” 

And Coleman said doing some- 
thing she loves has become espe- 
cially important to her after 11 years 
working as a lawyer. “I want to do 
something that I’m really passionate 
about,” she said. “And that’s bring- 
ing health and fitness into people’s

Resident Associate 
students can learn 
tons in a single day 

Alice Cooper once sang, “School’s 
out for summer,” and even for many 
adults, it’s hard to imagine hitting 
the books instead of the beach in 
warmer months. But if listening to a 
lecture or attending a seminar isn’t 
your idea of a good time, perhaps 
you’ve never been to one of the live- 
ly courses or events offered by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Recent topics covered by the 
Smithsonian Resident Associate 
Program, a kind of continuing edu- 
cation “university” on the National 
Mall, include cheese tasting, tile 
painting, the construction of the 
Titanic and public speaking. “It’s a 
definite boon to living in this area,” 
said Lesley Bender, of Edgewater, 
Md., who’s taken at least 20 classes 
on subjects ranging from mosaic- 
making to Egyptian pharaohs.

Secondly, the majority of its 
offerings are single- session lec- 
tures or seminars.

director of the program. “Whether 
it’s history or art or architecture, the 
program tries to involve people in 
a variety of ways.” 

The Smithsonian started the 
Resident Associate program 40 
years ago, aiming to further its credo 
to dispense knowledge. Events, 
which take place at Smithsonian 
facilities like the S. Dillon Ripley 
Center and Smithsonian museum 
auditoriums, are meant to reflect the 
breadth of the institution’s research 
and collections. This means class- 
es can cover just about any topic. 
Last month there was a full- day 
lecture on Kabbalah, the Jewish 
mysticism/celebrity craze. Today, 
there’s a seminar on ice wines, those 
northern clime vintages made from 
grapes that froze on the vine; Aug. 
12, there’s a full- day class on using 
a digital camera. 

One of Tuceling’s favorite events 
was a one-night session last year 
in which NBC correspondent 
Andrea Mitchell interviewed for- 
mer Supreme Court Justice Sandra 


Day O’Connor. “Even though there 
were 350 people in the audience, 
you felt like you were involved in the 
conversation,” she said. “The oppor- 
tunity to get to know someone like 
that better was fascinating.” 

Before attending one of the hun- 
dreds of events offered each year, 
folks often become members of 
the Resident Associate Program, 
since this means discounts of 25 
to 35 percent on programs, a sub- 
scription to Smithsonian magazine 
and a monthly catalog of courses. 
But membership — which begins 
at $30 a year for an individual 
— isn’t required to take classes 
or attend events. Anyone can find 
out what’s up next by going to the 
Resident Associates’ Web site (resi 
dentassociates.org). But when you 
find something that interests you, 
reserve it quickly — tickets go fast 
for many programs. 

Depending on your schedule and 
interests, there are three different 
types of programs. Classes last six to

eight weeks, with meetings one eve- 
ning per week. Seminars run a day 
or two, often on weekends. How- 
to sessions (spot an archaeological 
fake, make a beaded necklace) and 
off-site trips (John Wilkes Booth’s 
escape route) are often seminars. 
Lectures are usually only several 
hours long. 

Often, the program attracts 
unusual, out- of- the -box “teach- 
ers” — the sort of interesting peo- 
ple you’d love to be seated with at 
a dinner party. Take Mary Ellen 
O’Toole, an agent in the FBI’s 
Behavioral Analysis Unit. She’s 
giving a lecture on profiling seri- 
al killers tonight. 

O’Toole worked on many cases 
with the FBI and talked with a 
number of apprehended murder- 
ers, including Washington state’s 


infamous Green River Killer. “I’m 
going to debunk theories out there 
about how these people develop,” 
she said. “I’ll talk about the fact 
that they’re not crazy. A lot of

Even when instructors aren’t 
well-known, you can be assured 
they know their stuff. For a ses- 
sion on the sun, the Smithsonian 
brought in scientists from NASA 
and European space agencies. And 
for a seminar July 22 on Cleopatra, 
a former curator from the Brooklyn 
Museum will speak. 

But many of the program’s 
offerings are clearly less serious, 
like uber-popular culinary classes, 
many of which take place at upscale 
restaurants. Foodies seem willing 
to dole out more than $100 each 
for multiple -course meals and per- 
sonal attention from chefs. 

“The idea is to explore the rela- 
tionship between food and culture,” 
said Gail Forman, who organizes 
many of the programs. She said 
the program avoids cooking classes, 
aiming instead to introduce stu- 
dents to new types of food and the 
ideas behind eating it. 

“Chefs in these restaurants really 
go all out,” said Kathleen Carrington 
who claims she’s been to just about 
every culinary session offered in the 
past few years. One of her favor- 
ites: a recent trip to Indebleu, a 
French/Indian fusion restaurant 
in Penn Quarter that serves dish- 
es like crab and lobster topped with 
mango and curry oil, and basmati 
rice and Kaffir lime creme brulee. “I 
probably wouldn’t have gone there 
on my own,” she said. 

The Resident Associate Program 
also sponsors a large selection of 
studio art classes, most of which last 
six to eight weeks. On the schedule

this summer: sketching, painting, 
jewelery-making and bookbinding. 
“I don’t require any of my students 
to have an art background,” said 
Alfredo Ratinoff, who is teaching a 
tile-making class (July 10 through 
Aug. 14) and a course in crafting 
garden stepping stones (July 12 
through Aug. 16). In the latter, 
students have the opportunity to 
use things they thought were junk 
to make art. “Even that piece of pot- 
tery that Grandma had that broke 
can be used to bring Grandma back 
in a beautiful way,” he said. 

Whether it’s designing tiles or 
discussing wines, there’s bound to 
be something to interest just about 
anyone. The lineup might even make 
Alice Cooper want to head back into 
the classroom, betsy querna

After going backto school at age 59, Silver Spring’s Lela Gibson made such good 
grades that she was inducted into an honor society for pupils at two-year colleges. 


Decades after high 
school, a woman 
goes back to college 

This past April, 62 -year- old Lela 
Gibson sat in her Silver Spring 
apartment, fretting about her car. 
Her husband had bought the Toyota 
before he died in 2000, but the war- 
ranty was set to expire. John always 
handled everything, and Gibson 
wasn’t sure she was capable of deal- 
ing with this. She’d asked her 39 - 
year-old daughter, Felicia, to help, 
but Felicia had a demanding job and 
hadn’t gotten around to it. 

Gibson didn’t want to keep both- 
ering Felicia. Hadn’t she gone back 
to community college to learn to 
cope? Hadn’t she become accus- 
tomed to paying the bills, balanc- 
ing the checkbook? It was time to 
tackle the car. 

Gibson “jumped on the phone,” 
talked to insurance companies and 
car dealerships, and wound up with 
an extended warranty for half the 
initial price she was quoted. 

“I did that on my own, without 
help from anybody,” she recalled, 
sitting at a picnic table on the cam- 
pus of Montgomery College, where 
her odyssey to independence began 
almost three years ago. 

But school has turned out to be 
more than a route to self-sufficiency. 
It’s become a way for Gibson to forge 
a new future. Gibson grew up in a 
Louisiana town named Jennings. 
She remembers going to segregat- 
ed schools. 

Gibson was a middling student, 
but she wanted more than the future 
available to her in Jennings. After 
graduating from high school, she 
moved to Houston, where she met 
her husband. The couple relocat- 
ed to Washington, where Felicia 
was born. 

Lela told Felicia she could 
achieve anything, working as a 
hairdresser and salon manager to 
help pay for her daughter’s school- 
ing. “She wanted more for me,” 
said Felicia Gibson, who became 
the first on Lela’s side of the fam- 
ily to go to college. 

In 1993, allergies to chemicals 
forced Lela out of her job. John con- 


tinued to take care of matters. He 
even did the shopping. Her world 
shrank to home, church and the 
Walter Reed allergy clinic. So, in 
2000, when John died, Lela was 
unprepared for life without him. 

Gibson “moped around” for 
a while. But after a few years of 
that, she decided it had to stop. 
Thinking that having more confi- 
dence in her writing skills would 
help, Gibson enrolled in remedial 
English classes at Montgomery 
College in 2003. 

Gibson made it through the 
remedial course and into college - 
level classes. It wasn’t until a world 
fiction survey dealing with customs 
such as the caste system and female 
circumcision, that Gibson started 
coming out of her shell. “If some- 
thing struck my spirit, I would say 
something,” said Gibson. 

Gibson continued with English 


courses and branched into art, 
where having to make aesthetic 
assessments threw her at first. 
“She had a real tough time,” art 
professor Joyce Jewell said. 

But, as she’s learned the founda- 
tions of art, Gibson is beginning to 
trust her own sensibilities. In fact, 
she’s made art her major. “It has 
really opened up my senses,” Gibson 
said. Gibson said she’s in school “for 
me and my enhancement and my 
confidence, to see how much I can 
learn and be comfortable in my 
own skin. If it leads to an associ- 
ate’s degree, then fine.” 

“She knows that she missed out 
on all this earlier, and now she’s 
doing it just because she wants 
to do it,” said Jewell. “And that’s 
the best reason. If everybody was 
treating their education that way, 
wouldn’t it be wonderful?” Elizabeth

How soon is too soon to start look- 
ing for a new job after returning 
from maternity leave? My company 
isn’t very “family-friendly” and the 
commute is really long. 

Start looking now. It will prob- 
ably take some time. The more 
you educate yourself about pos- 
sible opportunities out there, the 
better off you’ll be. 

I’ve decided to leave a job I love 
because of my new boss. The rest 
of the crew are all doing their ver- 
sion of jumping ship. Mr. “Hands 
Off” has turned into a passive- 
aggressive micro-manager who 
holds us “old timers” to far harsher 
standards than newbies. I realized 
that I must leave this place after 
seeing “The Devil Wears Prada.” 
During one of Meryl Streep’s best 
scenes, I found myself wishing I 
worked for her rather than my cur- 
rent boss! The boss in the movie 
was up front with her expecta- 
tions of perfection. There was none 
of the behind-the-scenes non- 
sense going on here. I’d rather take 
a knife in the front (a la Miranda) 
than put up with my boss’s back- 
stabbing ways. 

I kind of felt that same way about 
oV Miranda. Sorry about your situ- 
ation. Nothing worse than a passive 
aggressive micro -manager. Best of 
luck in your search. My only advice 
(’cuz that’s what I do): Make sure 
you don’t jump at the first opportu- 
nity, or you might end up in another 
bad situation. 

Whenever I try to chime in with my 
ideas in meetings, my team’s direc- 
tor is sarcastic and belittles my 
feedback. I try to be diplomatic and 
respectful. But I am just aghast at 
the complete lack of respect with 
which this person is treating me. I 
don’t want to lose my temper, but 
I’m also reluctant to have a one- 
on-one meeting. I am, after all, 
entry-level. People are telling me 
to just grin and bear it or to try to 
empathize with her — she must be 
under a lot of pressure.

she who is being a jerk to me — why 
should I try to empathize? I know I 
am young. But I feel that shouldn’t 
be a license for the higher-ups to 
push me around and bully me. I 
would like to stand up for myself, 
but I’m not quite sure how. 

Tough call, since I don’t know the 
details here. Obviously, it’s wrong 
for a boss to belittle any employee, 
particularly in front of others. But 
maybe you should do some listening: 
What is it this director is actually 
saying about your ideas? Could it 
be you need to do a little observing/ 
listening before you pipe up with 
your own ideas? Maybe they are 
way off-base? 

If people are telling you to grin 
and bear it, listen to them. Ask them 
why that is, and ask for some guid- 
ance: Has this happened to newbies 
before? Is there some other way you 
should approach meetings? 

If this director isn’t your direct 


boss, then try to schedule an 
appointment with your supervisor 
and ask for some guidance, as well. 
You don’t have to lay down and take 
it. But you do have to acknowledge 
that you need to listen and learn a 
little. Like I said, in a perfect world 
no boss would belittle you. But you 
have to remember that you probably 
have to learn a few things, too. 

“If people are telling you to grin and 
bear it, listen to them. Ask them 
why that is ...” Because they’ve 
been beaten down and demoralized 
by working for this person! People 
like this will act as rude and unpro- 
fessional as others allow them to. 

Not necessarily. They maybe try- 
ing to kindly tell a new worker to 
listen a little more. But like I said, 
no manager, director or boss should 
belittle an employee in front of oth- 
ers. No doubt about that. Just say-

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ing people need to understand they 
don’t know everything right away 
when they jump into a new job. It’s 
helpful to sit back and observe a bit 
sometimes, too. 

There’s a possibility that I’ll be 
relocated across the country. How 
does one negotiate relocation into 
a compensation package? What’s 
typically covered by large corpo- 
rations? 

Is it relocation within your com- 
pany? Best way to find out is track 
down others who were relocated 
within your organization. 

I have a “friend” who is habitual- 
ly late for work. No one here has 
ever complained, but my friend 
feels bad. He would rather get here 
earlier and leave earlier but can’t 
seem to break the cycle. (He needs 
to get up/go to bed earlier.) Also, 
he dreads conflict at work and this 
makes him unwilling to make con- 
tact with others. Thus, it’s hard- 
er to get things done. Makes the 
office seem like a lonely place. He 
feels he would like to talk to some- 
one about this, someone who could 
encourage him. A shrink seems 
a little over-the-top. A work-life 
coach? Not sure how that works 
(or where to start) but anything 
more than very brief (but regular) 
consultations would be too much. 

Many counselors (uh, shrinks) 
spend a lot of time helping clients 
with work/life issues, as do career 
coaches. I’d suggest your friend call 
a few of each, figure out who best 
fits his needs/schedule/life and 
then go to the one he chooses. Your 
friend can find references through 
friends, the good old Yellow Pages 
or online. Try coachfederation.org, 
for starters. 

Work has gotten terribly busy 
recently, and my boss is start- 
ing to make some small mistakes 
and slip-ups, mostly about sched- 
uling. Our team is concerned for 
her, but also we don’t want to be 
blamed for communication mis- 
takes we didn’t make. How can we 
let her know that we did e-mail her 
about such-and-such (which she 
said she didn’t know about), or that 
she was notified about a particular 
date (she said she wasn’t), without 
seeming like we’re finger-point- 
ing or criticizing? And of course, no 
one is perfect — everyone is crack- 
ing a bit under the strain. 


Keep your e-mails. When she 
says you didn’t tell her, gently 
show her the e-mail and say that 
you understand things have been 
busy, but you’re a little concerned 
that communication is off-track. 
Ask if there’s anything you can do to 
make sure the mistakes don’t hap- 
pen. Don’t blame, ask how you can 
help, yet make clear that you have 
informed her of these things. 

My daughter was showing me 
around “My Space” on the com- 
puter this weekend. Kids were dis- 
cussing their sexual orientations, 
problems they’ve had at school 
and/or work and displaying sexy 
pictures of themselves and all their 
friends. All this is easily available 
to any one who types in their name 
and zip code. I know that much 
of this info is illegal to use in hir- 
ing, but I can certainly see how an 
employer might glance at MySpace 
to get a view of the job applicant 
that goes way beyond an interview 
and application form. Am I being 
paranoid, or are these kids doing 
themselves a disservice? 

Amazingly, this generation lives 
their life online and then expects 
that the info is private and shouldn’t 
be used when they are getting hired. 
Well, it is used. It’s just another way 
recruiters are figuring out who they 
are interviewing. People’s blogs, 
Google profiles and Facebook/My 
Space pages are all tools for recruit- 
ers now. I’m wondering when stu- 
dents might start to use it to their 
job -hunting advantage. 

I’m nearing the midpoint of a 12- 
week FMLA maternity leave. I’ve 
told my boss that I will be return- 
ing to work after the leave, but now 
I’m reconsidering. I hope to find a 
new Job and relocate to another 
area. Under FMLA, are there any 
rules specifying how long I have to 
work after returning? How quickly 
can I move on to another Job with- 
out angering my current employer? 

I can’t ask my HR rep because it’s 
a very small company, and I think 
he’d tell my boss. Also, how do I 
address my maternity leave on my 
resume? I think I shouldn’t include 
any break in my employment time- 
line, since it was taken for materni- 
ty leave and under FMLA. 

No rule about how long you have 
to work after returning. Here’s a 
great way to see what the rules 
are: www.dol.gov/esa/whd/fmla. 
And no need to ask your HR rep.

You are thinking about leaving, not 
leaving. Also, it will probably take 
some time to find the right fit. Just 
go about it as you would any other 
job search. You don’t tell your boss 
when you start looking for a new gig 
(in the majority of circumstances), 
so why would you now? No need to 
include maternity leave on a resume. 
Do you include every day you had 
to take off when you were sick? Or 
took a vacation? Methinks you’re 
over-thinking this. 

If you do find a job you want, and 
you’re still on leave, it’s only fair at 
that point to call your organization 
and let them know you’ll be leav- 
ing. But don’t do that until you are 
completely sure. 

I will be leaving the military soon 
(force-shaping measures — I 
wasn’t planning on this for another 
couple years). So far, the resume is 
mostly done, but I’m having a diffi- 
cult time translating what I’ve been 
doing for the last six years into 
terms that other people will under- 
stand. Also, I joined right after col- 
lege and have never had an inter- 
view before. Any advice? 

The military offers a lot of guid- 
ance (or should) on this. Here’s some 
info on the Department of Labor’s 
popular transition assistance pro- 
gram: www.dol.gov/vets/programs/ 
tap/main.htm. A few key things 
that pop to mind: Try to put your 
duties in English ... no acronyms. 
Stress your leadership abilities and 
the skills you gained (technologi- 
cal and “soft” skills, like learning 
quickly and being able to listen to 
directions). 

What is the best way to deal with a 
co-worker who has a terrible per- 
sonal problem? She is physically 
abused at home and will not seek 
counseling or police protection, but 
comes to my desk crying about the 
situation. Personally, I have told 
her what to do and I just want her 
to stop coming to me. 

This is a major problem, and 
a safety issue for your employer. 
You need to tell this co-worker to 
go to her manager or Employee 
Assistance Program. You can’t help 
her, and she needs to understand 
that, and to understand there are 
places to go for help. 

Domestic violence definitely 
has an impact on the workplace, 
as many organizations have learned 
the hard way. Lots of companies are 
starting programs to aid employees 


who are victims. If you want more 
info, check outwww.endabuse.org/ 
workplace. I hope your co-worker 
will realize she can do something, 
and her employer might be able to 
provide the help she needs. 

The vacation column you wrote 
really hit home for me. I left my for- 
mer job for a number of reasons, 
including a manager who worked 
on vacation and expected everyone 
to do likewise. We were expected 
to check-in routinely by phone or 
e-mail. Umm, no. It is my vacation. 

I saved up all those hours and now I 
want to disconnect. In an emergen- 
cy? Sure. But otherwise leave me 
alone. My new job said they strong- 
ly prefer that employees not take 
work on vacation, as we all work 
so hard/long hours. And they have 
a sensible leave policy — we close 
the week between Christmas and 
New Years when work is very slow. 

Lucky you! Yes, it’s tough to actu- 
ally refresh yourself and to be able to 
go back to work with a clear head if 
you spent your entire vacation work- 
ing. Congrats on the new job. 

People! PLEASE get your food 
out of the microwave once it is 
finished. There is nothing more 
annoying than going to heat up 
something only to find some one 
else’s food sitting there for God 
only knows how long. I’ve now 
resorted to just removing the food 
from the microwave, heating up my 
stuff and, depending on my mood, 
returning the original food to the 
microwave. I figure I’m not getting 
paid to baby-sit your lunch. 

Not sure why you’d not remove 
the food if it’s done whirring in the 
microwave ... 

I am a military spouse returning to 
the workforce due to my husband’s 
pending deployment to Iraq. I need 
a position with some flexibility in 
order to take care of our II- and 
14- year-olds. Do I say this at the 
interview or not? I’m a tech writer/ 
editor on a contracting level. 

You might as well say it at the 
interview. If you don’t, then you 
might be offered a job that isn’t 
flexible enough. And more than 
anything, you need an employer 
who understands your situation 
right now. Luckily, you’re in a field 
that is pretty flexible. 

The military also offers help 
for military spouses trying to find 
work. Contact the appropriate folks 


ASAP. They should be able to give 
you some guidance.

I knew someone here could 
help. 

I am leaving my current job in six 
weeks to begin law school. In the 
past, the company I work for has 
had trouble hiring people and I 
believe it would nice to give them 
as much notice as possible. Should 
I tell them I’m leaving in six weeks 
or wait until the customary two 
weeks? If I told them I’m leaving in 
six weeks and they told me to leave 
in two weeks instead, would I be 
eligible for unemployment bene- 
fits? 

I would wait just a little bit. More 
than two weeks would be nice. But 
six weeks might be a little too much, 
just in case you change your mind. 
Not sure about the unemployment 
benefits. I think in your case it could 
go either way. 

Talk about relocation after they 
have offered you the job but before 
you have accepted, during the total 
compensation negotiations. And 
get it in WRITING. And remember 
it may (and likely is) taxable com- 


pensation, so also address wheth- 
er they will gross up the amount to 
cover taxes and whether they pay 
directly or if you get reimbursed. 
Remember that if they don’t pay, 
you may be able to deduct the cost 
from your 2006 taxes . 

Sounds wise. Thanks.

I used to work at 
a company where, if you did not 
stand there in front of the micro- 
wave to guard your food while it 
was cooking, someone would take 
it out during the cooking cycle to 
put their own food in ... and they 
would not necessarily be nice with 
where they put your food, either!

It paid a little less 
than the other two offers, but I’ve 
been here for a year now and I love 
it. The people are great, my boss 
is great, and I love what I’m doing. 
My past three jobs I had jumped at 
the first opportunity because I was 
desperate to leave my current job, 
and it was a mistake every time. 

Be patient ... the perfect job is out 
there.
